SIS. CYRIL 
awl METHODIUS 


CYRIL AND METHODIUS WERE SONS OF 
A SENATOR IN TMESSALONICA. CYRIL 
WENT TO CONSTANTINOPLE. WHERE HE 
WAS OROAINED A PRIEST. HE TAUGHT 
PHILOSOPHY IN THE UNIVERSITY AND 
DEFENDEP THE GOSPEL, THE OLDER 
ANOTHER. METHODIUS. AFTER BEING 
GOVERNOR OF A SLAV COLONY BECAME 
THE ABBOT OF A MONASTERY IN GREECE. 

IN 862. RATfSLAV, THE PRINCE OF 
MORAVIA. ASKED THE EMPEROR. MlCHAELHI. 

TO SEND CHRISTIAN MISSIONARIES TO 
TEACH HIS PEOPLE IN THEIR OWN LANGUAGE. 
THE BROTHERS WERE SENT TO THE COURT 
OF RATISLAV AT VELEHRAD WHERE BISHOPS 
WERE NEEDED TO ORDAIN MORE PRIESTS. 
CYRIL AND METHODIUS JOURNEYED TO 
ROME WITH THE RELICS OF POPE ST CLEMENT. 
POPE ADRAIN II CONSECRATED THEM BISHOPS 
AND APPROVED THE USE OF THE SLAVONIC 
LANGUAGE IN THE LITURGY. 

CYRIL DIED IN ROME. IN 869. AND 
METHODIUS CONTINUED TO WORK IN MORAVIA. 
BOHEMIA, POLAND AND THE NEIGHBORING 
COUNTRIES. HE INTRODUCED THE SLAV 
ALPHABET AND TRANSLATED SCRIPTURE 
INTO THE SLAVONIC LANGUAGE. HE DIED 
IN MORAVIA. APRIL 6. 065. STS. CYRIL AND 
METHODIUS ARE HONORED AS THE APOSTLES 
OF THE SLAVS. THEIR FEAST IS FE8.14.

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R ecently the British news agency, 
Reuter, announced that a letter 
had finally arrived in Vienna. This 
letter had an extraordinary history. It 
had been left in a bottle in the Arctic 
wastes 106 years beiore by Austrian 
explorer Karl Weyprecht. the leader of 
an expedition to investigate tne icy 
ocean between Novaya Zemlya and the 
Spitzbergen islands. 

The news item prompted REVIEW 
to tell its readers the exciting story of 
this unusual poiar expedition which 
set sail in the ship Tegetthoff with a 
crew of 24. including 13 Croats from 
Dalmatia. 

The expedition was organized in 
1872 by the Vienna Geographical 
Society. The sailing ship Tegetthoff 
was specially built for the expedition 
and adapted to conditions in ice¬ 
bound waters. It weighed 220 tons, 
had three masts and an auxiliary 
steam engine, enough lood to last the 
crew two to three years, three 
lifeboats, and several polar sleages 
with an eight-dog team. 

The highest standards were applied 
when selecting the crew, for only the 
best sailors could stand up to the 
rigours awaiting them in the Arctic 
wastes. 

The project attracted great 
attention, for only three years before 
two ships had perished on a German 
expedition — the Germania and the 
Hamza. Somewhat earlier, between 
1818 and 1850. three expeditions led 
by the Scotsman Ivan Ross, with the 
Englishmen Franklin and MacClinton. 
had failed to find a northwest passage 
round the North American continent. 


Another expedition, led by Russian 
Vice-Admiral Relinghausen had also 
tried to discover the secrets of the 
Arctic between 1819 and 1821, while a 
group of American sailors, exploring 
the coast of Greenland from 1854 to 
1871, got as far as latitude 82° north. 

Consequently, the Tegetthoff witn 
13 Croats among its crew — Petar 
Luzina from the island of Cres, Ante 
Zanmovic from tne island of Hvar, 

Ante Lukinovib from the island of 
Brad. Ante Katarinic from Mali LoSinj, 
Petar Fali£ic and Juraj Stiglic from 
BaKar. Frano Letis, JaKov SuSib, and 
Vicko Palmic from Volosko, Lovro 
Manola from Rijeka, Josip Larkovib 
from Plomin. Ante Skarpa from 
Trieste, and Ante Veberina from Draga 
near Rijeka — had a hard task ahead 
of them. Petar Luzina, otherwise 
captain of a merchant ship, was 
appointed leader of the ship's crew. 

The ship sailed from its home port 
of Bremerhaven on July 13,1872. The 
aim of the expedition was to sail as 
far as tne Arctic and winter on Cape 
Chelyuskin. The following spring they 
would set off on sleages towards the 
Nortn Pole and finally return through 
the Bering Straits. 

The members of the e^peditioTi 
reckoned that if they had good 
weather and no icebergs, they could 
get as far as latitude 90° north. But 


weather conditions were against them. 
Already on July 25, when they were 
only 75° north, ice appeared and 
considerably hampered their progress: 
in twenty days they made only a 
hundred miles. 

In mid-August the weather 
improved somewhat, but then another 
misfortune befell them. Strong winds 
blew up which set the icebergs 
moving, it is a real miracle that they 
managed to pass between the cliffs of 
ice. 

On August 20. it suddenly grew 
colder and the ice started building up 
again. The ship sailed helplessly on, 
trapped amidst the ice floes which 
were driven forward by the wind. All 
around was a vast icy desert. The 
frosts grew intense and in December 
the temperature went down to 40°C. 
below zero. There was the danger that 
the ship might break up under the 
pressure of the ice gripping it on all 
sides, so the crew sawed the ice, 
mined it and removed the broken 
chunks. But their efforts were fruitless. 
The ice pressed in upon the ship and 
disaster seemed inevitable. Yet 
somehow the ship withstood 
everything. However, the lack of fresh 
meat and vegetables caused illness 
among the crew. The members often 
left the ship in search of food, but 
invariably returned empty-handed. The 
situation only improved when they 
started killing polar bears. They 
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POLAR ODYSSEY 


slaughtered 67 altogether, thus 
replenishing their meat supply. 

Trapped in the ice they waited for 
summer 1B73. The sun finally broke 
through and anticipating that the ice 
would soon begin cracking, the crew 
placed bottles with messages around 
the ship hoping that the current would 
carry them south eventually. All 
summer the sailors worked at freeing 
the ship from its icy embrace. They 
drilled a hole under the stern nine 
metres deep, but still did not come 
upon water . . 

Thanks to the sea current and the 
wind which carried the beleaguered 
Tegetthoff along with the ice. the crew 
woke up one morning to see the 
distant outlines of an unknown land, 
which they immediately christened 
Franz Josef Land 

The situation on board ship, 
however, remained unchanged. The icy 
shackles would not budge and soon 
the period of polar nights started, to 
last over four months. 

In spring 1874 they began thinking 
about returning by sledge and lifeboat 
Several excursions were made into 
Franz Josef Land, the longest lasting 
a month. This excursion was led by 
lieutenant Pajer, accompanied by Ante 
Zaninovid, a sailor from Hvar. They 
made fast progress. At one point they 
came up against an iceberg which 


they could not cross with the big 
sledges and dog-teams. Leaving the 
rest of the grouo to wait for them 15 
days and then return to the ship. Pajer 
and Zaninovib went on alone. They 
had only gone about ten kilometres 
north when Zaninovid. with a small 
sledge and team, fell into an icy 
crevasse. He was left hanging on a 
rope above the chasm While 
Lieutenant Paier rushed back to get 
Haller, an experienced mountaineer 
who had stayed with the group. 
Zaninovid half-froze to death and was 
hauled up at the last moment 
unconscious. Fortunately, ho sustained 
no injuries from his fall. After a brief 
two-day rest, they went on. but it was 
already clear that they would have to 
go back to the ship 

Once more there were efforts to 
free the Tegetthoff from the ice. but in 
vain. Finally, the expedition decided to 
abandon the ship which had been 
their shelter for two years Behind 
them they left rare zoological and 
mineral specimens. They set of? south, 
dragging the lifeboats containing 
provisions for 90 days. 

In spite of superhuman efforts, they 
progressed very slowly. After the first 
week they were only an hour and a 
half away from the boat at norma! 
walking speed 

Their journey southwards was the 
severest test they had so far faced 
Dragging and carrying the heavily 


loaded boats and sledges over ravines 
and icy mountains drained their last 
reserves of strength. They were 
tortured by thirst and snow-blindness. 
T^rnr shoulders and arms were 
covered in sores It was only when 
they had travelled 130 milles as the 
crow flies from the abondoned ship, 
that they reached ice-free sea. 

Sailing 9 days along the coast of 
Novaya Zemlya in their flimsy boats, 
beset by storms and more dead than 
alive, they finally ran into two Russian 
fishing boats. It had been 96 days 
since they had left the Tegetthoff. The 
Russian fishermen took them to the 
Norwegian port of Vardo where they 
arrived on September 3. 1874, 812 
days after the start of the expedition. 
Only one man was missing — ship's 
engineer Kris had died of tuberculosis 
and remained in the land of eternal 
ice. 

The news of their return flashed 
round the world. Much mention was 
made of the courage of the Dalmatian 
sailors of whom the leader of the 
expedition. Lieutenant Pajer, a Slovak, 
said in his report. 'The courage of all 
members of the expedition was 
^x^nplary. hut that of the sailors was 
almost superhuman. Their heroic 
^■'durance of rigours which are almost 
indescribable, gave the rest of us 
hope that we would be saved, even 
when this seemed quite impossible. 
These men were not only fine sailors, 
put could turn their hand to any job. 
They were bold and strong, and good- 
natured and loyal friends. It is mainly 
thanks to them that we all came safely 
home again,*'

SARAJEVO'S OLYMPIC 
YEARS

I t is a difficult and thankless task 
to try and measure Sarajevo’s 
International importance up to now. 
Older generations who would still 
remember the assassination of 
Austrian Crown Prince Franz 
Ferdinand and his wife in 1914 have 
nearly died out. while younger 
generations have long since started to 
confuse that historical period with 
others nearer in date. 

This beautiful, old and. in the 
opinion of many, colourful, charming 
and romantic city has entered its 
second youth. It all started in May 
1978, when Sarajevo, capital of the 
Republic of Bosnia-Hcrzeqovina. 
learned that it had been entrusted 
with the honour of hosting the 14th 
Winter Olympic Games. Thus it 
assumed the great responsibiltv of 
extending hospitality, in February 
1984. to over 10.000 competitors, 
officials, and other functionaries of the 
Games. Besides these ‘'active" guests 
from all over the world. Sarajevo must 
also prepare itself to receive the tens 
of thousands of spectators, come to 
watch the Games from close quarters. 
Then again there is the TV audience 
of hundreds of millions, those 
"indirect participants" whose wishes 
must be catered for. For Sarajevo, as 
the part of Yugoslavia chosen for this 
testing task, has every intention of 
organizing an Olympic Games to 
remember. 

Sarajevo has already had ample 
opportunity to gauge the popularity of 
the Winter Olympics. Before the army 
of official and unoffical guests, more 
numerous than ever before, starts to 
descend, whole divisions of advance 
guards will have preceded them. Every 
day in this town, renowned for its 
hospitality and called by well-meaning 
foreign visitors "a town that knows no 
borders", fresh pre-Olympic visitors 
appear, invited or otherwise, but all 
made equally welcome. This growing 
"invasion" comprises journalists, 
businessmen seeking to capitalize on 
the enormous popularity and 
profitability of the Games, sports 
officials coming to inspect and study 
conditions here, tour operators, and 
others who are simply curious to 
discover how it is that in an area so 
close to the warm Adriatic sea and 
Dubrovnik there is a guaranteed 
supply of gleaming white snow (at 
least for four and a half months of the 
year) 

When it competed to host the 
forthcoming Winter Olympics, Sarajevo 
already possessed a series of 
important prerequisites. This town of 



450.000 inhabitants, set in a valley 
n^stlina hofw^n a ndq° of high 
-mountains, has a rich historical 
heritage combined with a well 
d n ve1opr»d modern infrastructure. In 
the opinion of many Saraievp is 
"made to measure" for this sort of 
sports event, whern them should bo 
enough room for everybody but where 
there should also be a rosv. intimate 
atmosphere, if possible warmed by the 
climate of the host c.itv itself. Another 
factor is distance from the mountain 
slopes where the competitions will 
take place Trebevid (5 km ). Jahorina 
(27 km.). Igman (24 km), and 
BjelaSnica (27 km,) Theso terrains, the 
venue for the ski and Nordic events, 
the ski-jumping, and bobsleigh 
competitions, are less than one hour's 
drive from Sarajevo, where the Olympic 
Village and the press centres are 
located. The opening ceremony will be 
held in the KoSevo stadium which has 
just been renovated and can take 
65,000 spectators And while the ski 
events are being held every morning 
on the mountains slopes between 
February 7th and 19th, in the 
afternoons and evenings competitions 
in speed and figure skating and ice 
hockey will be staged in the very 
centre of the town. These will take 
place on the Zetra rinks in the Ko$evo 
valley, and in the impressive 
Skenderija sports centre, which has 



just had another wing added for the 
occasion to house the main press 
centre. 

A million square metres of top-class 
and breathtaking ski slopes have been 
prepared for the skiing events — 
Jahorina for the men s events and 
BjelaSnica for the women’s — and 
now simply await the competitors. 
Veliko Polje on Mt Igman possesses 
over 50 km of marked and cleared 
snow tracks for crosscountry skiing 
events, and there are supermodern 
facilities for the biathlon. On the 
Igman plateau, called Malo Polje. 
preliminary work has finished on the 
construction of 70- and 90-metre ski 
jumps. 

Bulldozers and other machines are 
now a common sight on this beautiful 
mountain landscape surrounding 
Sarajevo. Digging goes on ceaselessly 
in the city itself where, in addition to 
other buildings being specially put up 
for the 14th Winter Olympics, a luxury 
hotel, the Sarajevo, is rising very fast. 

It is here that members of the Olympic 
family will be housed — leading 
officials of the International Olympic 
Committee and the International 
Sports Federation. 

Yet, however imposing the figures 
quoted either of the number of 
competitors or the amount of money 
being spent, the Games organizers 
long since decided that the 14th 
Winter Olympics should not be turned 
into a megafomanic spectacular. What 
is being built is pleasing to the eye 
and practical. Common sense has 
prevailed and unnecessary 
extravagance is avoided. Sarajevo can 
offer many examples of this, notably 
building at fixed prices — something 
which could serve as a shining 
example in implementing Yugoslavia’s 
present economic stabilization policy. 

One of the sources of the general 
optimism expressed by the Games 
organizers, who are working non-stop 
m "three shifts ”, is undoubtedly the 
knowledge that large sums of money 
have already been secured through 
marketing. With about 75 million 
dollars safely "in their pockets" from 
the sale of TV broadcasting and 
advertising rights, and confident that 
this figure will have doubled by the 
time the Games actually begin, the 
planners are not too worried about 
inflation fever. In concrete terms, this 
funds will almost completely pay for 
the sports buildings and facilities 
being erected for the Games. Even at 
this moment when building is still 
underway and some constructions are 
only just coming out of the ground, 
great care is being taken that none of 
these structures shall remain 
"silent monuments" after the 
Games are over 

The hope is that the Games will 
give Sarajevo entry into 
the exciting world of winter sports 
tourism on an international level.

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BY-LAWS FOR THE REGULATION. EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED BY STATUTE 

OR ITS ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. OF THE YUGOSLAV-AMERICAN CULTURAL 

ORGANIZATION 


ARTCLE I 
PURPOSES 

The purposes of this corporation ares 

Section 1 : To bring the Yugoslav community together in a proud body. 
Section 2: To instill in the membership a pride in the cultural her¬ 
itage and traditions of the Yugoslav people. 

Section 3 : To inform and educate Yugoslav-Americans, as well as 
others, of and in the Yugoslav culture and history. 

Section 4 : To inform the community of the contributions of Yugoslav- 
Americans to this community and to continue this contribtions. 
Section 5 : To provide social and recreational activities for the 
membership. 


ARTICLE II 
OFFICES 

The principal office of the corporation in the state of Calif¬ 
ornia shall be located in the City of Watsonville, County of Santa 
Cruz. The corporation may have such other offices within the state 
as the executive board may determine, or as the affairs of the corp¬ 
oration may require from time to time. 

ARTICLE III 
MEMBERS 

Section 1 : Membership in the corporation is open to anyone inter¬ 
ested in the Yugoslav culture. 

Section 2 : Classifications: The corporation shall have three classes 
of members. The designation of such classes and the qualifications 
and rights of the members of such classes shall be as follows: 

Regular members: Those who are over the age of eighteen years and 
not in default in their dues. 

Social members: Those who, in consideration of a special dues 
rate, will not be called upon to perform any duties in the organization. 

Junior members: Those who are under the age of eighteen years. 
Section 3 : Voting rights: Only regular members will be eligible to 
vote and hold office in the corporation. 

Section 4 : Participation in meetings: All classifications of members 
will be eligible to speak from the floor and otherwise participate in 
corporation activities, other than voting as hereinbefore provided. 

ARTICLE IV 
MEETINGS OF MEMBERS 

Section 1 : Annual Meeting: The annual meeting of the members shall be 
held on the first Sunday of May in each year. 

Section 2 : Regular Meetings: The regular meetings of the corporation 
shall be held on the first Sunday of each month at a time and place 
designated by the executive board. 

Section 3 : Special Meetings: Special meetings of the members may be 
called by the President, the executive board, or not less than 10$ 
of the members having voting rights. 
















Section 4 : Quorum: Twenty percent of the regular members shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum at such meeting. If a quorum is not present at any 
meeting of regular members, a majority of the members present may ad¬ 
journ the meeting form time to time without further notice. 

Section 5 : Proxies: No voting by proxy shall be allowed. 

ARTICLE V 
EXECUTIVE BOARD 

Section 1 : General Powers: The powers of the corporation shall be 
managed by the Executive Board. 

Section 2 : Number, Tenure and Qualifications: The executive Board 
shall consist of the President, Vice-President.^Secretary, Financial 
Secretary, Traesurer, and Publicity Director, r.ach member shall hold 
office until a successor shall have been electee and qualified. 

Section 3 : Meetings: The Executive B^ard shall meet at the call of 
the President, and at such other timer ar requested by a majority of 
the Board. 

Section 4 : Notice: Notice of any meetinc of th-" Board shall be given 
at least two days prior thereto in wr: tine. Ar.;/ member may waive 
notice of any meeting. Any member of the Board at any meeting shall 
constitute a waiver of notice of surh routine, except where such mem¬ 
ber attends a meeting for the express purpose of objecting to the 
transaction of any business because the meeting is not lawfully called 
or convened. The business to be transact-d at the meeting need not 
be specified in the notice or waiver of notice of such meeting, unless 
specifically required by law or these by-laws. 

Section 5 : Quorum: The majority of the Executive Board shall consti¬ 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business at any meeting of the 
board; but if less than a majority of the members are present at 
said meeting, a majority of the members present may adjourn the meet¬ 
ing from time to time without further notice. 

An i IC i iT• x 
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Section 1 : Officers: The officers of this corporation shall be a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Financial Secretary, Treasurer, 
and Publicity Director. 

Section 2 : Election and Term of Office: The officers of the corpora¬ 
tion shall be elected annually at the regular meeting of the member¬ 
ship. If the election of officers shall not be held at the meeting, 
such election shall be held as soon thereafter as conveniently as may 
be. Ecah officer shall hold office until his successor shall have 
been duly elected and shall have qualified. 

Section 3 s Vacancies: A vacancy in any office because of death, res¬ 
ignation, removal, or disqualification, or otherwise, may be filled 
by the Executive Board for the unexpired portion of the term. 

Section 4 : President: The President shall be the principal executive 
officer of the corporation and shall in general supervise the develop¬ 
ment of the corporation's entire program. He shall preside at all 
meetings of the members and of the Executive Board. He shall in gen¬ 
eral perform all duties incident to the office of President and such 
other duties as may be precribed by the members or the Executive Board 
from time to time. The Prsident shall make all committee appointments 
subject to the approval of the Executive Board. 

Section 5 ’• Vice-President: In the absence.of the President, or in 
the event of his inability or refusal to act, the Vice-President shall 
perform the duties of the President, and when so acting, shall have 
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all the powers and he subject to all the restrictions of the President. 
The Vice-President shall perforin such other duties from time to time 
as may be assigned to him by the Executive Board. 

Section 6 : Treasurer: The Treasurer shall have charge and custody of 
and be resonsible for all funds and securities of the corporation, de¬ 
posit all such moneys in the name of the corporation in such banks as 
shall be selected by the Executive Board. The Treasurer shall submit 
a written report at each meeting in a manner prescribed by the Execu¬ 
tive Board. The Treasurer shall perform in general those duties inci¬ 
dent to the office of Treasurer and such other duties as from time to 
time may be assigned him by the President or the Executive Board. 

Section 7 : Secretary: The Secretary shall keep the minutes of the 
meetings of the members and of the Executive Board in one or more books 
provided for that purpose? see that notices are duly given in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of these By-Lav/s, other than dues notices, or 
as required by law; be custodian of the corporate records and corres¬ 
pondence and in general all duties incident to the office of Secretary, 
and such other duties as from time to time may be assigned to him by 
the President or by the Executive B.card. 

Section 8 : Financial Secretary: The Financial Secretary shall keep 
an up-to-date membership roster with the post office address of each 
member which shall be furnished to such Secretary by such member, and 
including dues paid and dues owed. The Financial Secretary shall 
mail dues notices, bills to debtors, and provide an accounting of same 
to the Treasurer; and in general all duties incident to the office of 
Financial Secretary, and such other duties as from time to time may be 
assigned to him by the President or the Executive Board. 

Section 2 : Publicity Director: The Publicity Director shall mail not¬ 
ices of meetings of the corporation and events to the appropiated news 
media. He sahll promote the interests of the corporation overall 
where approipiate. He shall assist the President in maintaining 
liasion with other Yugoslav organisations. 

ARTICLE VII 
ELECTIONS 

Section 1 : Nominations: A Nominating Committee of not less than three 
(3) members may be appointed by the President, approved by the Executive 
Board, and announced to the membership at the regular meeting immediae- 
ly prior to the annual meeting. At the annual meeting this Committee 
shall make its report in writing, presenting one or more nominees for 
each office, after which nominations shall be declared open for nom¬ 
inations from the floor. 

Section 2 : Elections Committee: An Elections Committee of not less 
than three (3) members shall be appointed by the President and approved 
by the Executive Baord, and announced to the membership, prior to the 
annual meeting. This committee shall help the Recording Secretary 
provide election materials and shall act as tellers for the election. 
Section 3 : Eletions: A majority of all votes cast shall be necessary 
for election. In the event that any ballots cast do not show a major¬ 
ity for any nominee, there shall be further balloting with the nominee 
having the lowest vote being dropped from the second and succeeding 
ballots until a nominee shall have received a majority of all the votes 
cast. Where there is only one candidate for an office, balloting may 
be by voice vote. 

Section 4 : Voting shall be by secret ballot. Each office shall have 
a separate ballot. No voting by proxy. 

Section 5 : The President shall be the first officer elected followed 
inorder by the Vice-President, Secretary, Financial Secretary, Treas¬ 
urer, and Publicity Director. 












ARTICLE VIII 
GIFTS 


The Executive Board may accept on behalf of the corporation any 
contributions, gifts, bequests or devises for the general purposes 
or for any special purposes of the corporation. 

ARTICLE IX 
DUES . 

Section 1 : Annual Dues: The dues shall be: 

$10.00 for each single member per year * 

$15.00 for each family membership per year * 

A family is defined as husband, wife and children under the age of 
eighteen and living at home. 

$ 15.00 per person for social members. 

Section 2 : Payment of Dues: The dues shall be payable in advance on 
the first day of the month of each year commencing with such member's 
admission into membership. 

Section 3 ? Default and Termination of Membership: When any dues-paying 
member shall be in default of the payment of dues for a period of two 
months from the beginning of the year-in which such dues became payable, 
his mefoership shall thereupon be terminated by the Executive Board'. 

A member who attempts to advocate any political or religious ac¬ 
tivity in the name of the corporation, or at any of its meetings will 
be expelled by the Executive Board. 

ARTICLE X 
COMMITTEES 

The standing committees of the corporation shall be newsletter 
committee, social committee, education committee, ways and means com¬ 
mittee, culture committee, and scholarship committee. 

ARTICLE XI 

AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS 

These By-Laws may be altered or amended by two-thirds vote of a 
majority of the membership at any regular meeting, provided at least 
45 days written notice is given of the proposed alteration or amend¬ 
ment. The proposed amendment shall take effect immediately upon pas¬ 
sage . 


ARTICLE XII 

PARLIAMENTARY PROVISIONS 

Roberts' Rules of Order, revised shall govern all proceedings of 
this corporation except when inconsistent with these By-Laws.
